More than one hundred alumni 
from every part of the state have 
pledged themselves to raise the mil- 
lion to meet the present crisis. The 
most urgent needs, as outlined by

to provide one-half the cost.of a 
physics building, $50,009 to help 
complete the annual husbandry 
building, and $50,000 to help com- 
plete the veterinary bullding. 

Grave Crisis Faced. 

“The university faces the most 
serious crisis of its history,” de- 
clared Chancellor Barrow. “The 
growth in numbers of high school 
graduates has swamped us; we have 
no places to house the tsudents 
who apply for admission. We have 


practically no accommodations for 
women, in spite of the fact that 
women are now admitted on an 
equal footing with men. The unl- 
versity must have funds. 

“I am not asking this for myself. 
I could not do that, and I would 
not. I am not asking primarily for

“I Joined Major Cronkhite on the 
maneuver grounds at Camp Lewis,” 
the alleged confession of Pothier, 
made in jail at Providence, R. I., 
on March 24 last, reads, “and when 
about two feet behind him I loaded 
my revolver with three shelis. I 
fired one shot into the open field, 
and as the major

A description of the incidents 
leading up to the shooting are 
given in the purported confession, 
Mr. Selden said. 

“] Want te Kill Him.” 

After explaining that Captain 
Rosenbluth first approached him 
four days before the _ shooting, 
Pothier’s first statement says: 

“On the next day or the night 
thereafter, I again met Captain 
Rosenbluth, and he asked me if I 
remembered what he said to me the 
other night about firing a pistol. I 
answered ‘Yes.’ He then asked me 
if I had any idea what it was for, 
and I answered ‘No.’ He then said, 
‘I want to get Major Cronkhite.’ I 
asked him what he meant, and he 
said, ‘I want to kill him.’ 

“I asked him what his reasons 
were for wanting me to kill the

Gus Young, one of the proprietors, 
had removed several hundred dollars 
from the cash register less than five 
minutes before the sudden appear- 
ance of the rebbers. 

The bandits ¥ailed to secure this 
money and made n$ effort to rob the 
patrons in the restaurant, contenting 
themselves with looting the cash 
register. 

The tactics employed in this dar- 
ing hold-up reminded the police of 
the robbing of the Peachtree mar- 
ket, adjoining the Young restaurant, 
a week ago, when the bandits ob- 
tained $793 and escaped. The police 
believe that the two robberies may 
have been committed by the same

The 
figures created no surprise in Ca- 
milla as it has been generally un- 
derstood that the tax collector's 
shortage would total about this 
amount. 

It is said by his close friends that 
he lost most of the money speculat- 
ing in cotton futures. It is not 
believed that he has more than a 
few hundred dollars at most when 
he jJeft Camilla about March 10, os- 
tensibly on a two weeks vacation 
trip. Nothing was thought of 
Boyd’s decision to take a vacation, 
as there was no work to be done in 
his office for the reason that the 
work of collecting the remainder of 
the taxes due the county had been 
halted by a temporary injunction, 
until the legality of certain por- 
tions of the levy could be tested. 


Letter Bared Shortage. 


It was not until Boyd wrote a 
letter to a member of the board of 
county commissioners, confessing 
he was short in his accounts that 
there was any suspicion whatever 
that all might not be well with the 
affairs of his officee This letter 
was mailed in Birmingham, and an 
audit of his books was ordered at 
once. The security company on his 
bonds was notified also. Now that 
the amount of Boyd’s shortage has 
been established, it is likely that 
action towards locating him will

“Cleanliness is next to godliness,” 
shouted the councilmanic investigat- 
ing committee in a terribly silent 
voice. The audience roared its un- 
expressed, tagit approval and filed 
out the doors of the council cham- 
ber.

France Will Take Over 
More German Territory 
Unless Demands of the 
Allies Are Met by May 1. 


Paris, April 16.—Occupation of 
more German territory by French 
forces, should the Germans fail to 
to meet the allied demands for the 
payment of 12,000,000,000 gold 
marks by May 1, may go beyond the 
Ruhr district and include at least a 
part of the industrial section of 
Westphalia, it is declared by ‘The 
Echo de Paris. In discussing yes- 
terday’s meeting of the French cab- 
inet, at which the question of event- 
ual extension of military penalties 
was considered, the newspaper says 
that two reports, one military and 
the other economic, were adopted. 

Marshal Foch submitted the mil- 
itary report, in which it was point- 
ed out that it weuld be insufficient 
to fix the limits: of the new occu- 
pation area on Strictly military 
lines, adding that the economic ele- 
ment was worthy of equal consid- 
eration.

COMMITTEE MEETS 
HERE TO DISCUSS 
CHILDREN’S CODE 


_ The committee on a _ children’s 
code commission appointed at the 
last meeting of the Georgia council 
of social agencies has been called 
by Lowry Arnold to meet at 11 
o'clock April 26 in the private din- 
ing room at the Daffodil tea room. 
This committee includes Lowry Ar-

The council of social agencies, 
made up of all social agencies do- 
ing state-wide work, has decided 
that instead of each agency work- 
ing for individual child laws, it is 
wiser to conentrate, as most pro- 
gressive states are doing, on the ap- 
pointment by the legislature of a 
code commission which will study 
needs of child legislation in all fields 
and assemble the necessary laws in 
a code to be presented at a future 
legislature, Hence the appointmnt 
by council of the committee men- 
tioned above, which will work for 
the creation by the coming legisla- 
ture of a»state commission on chil- 
dren’s code. 

The method. rian ook by such 
commissions substitutes for the 
spasmodic and often little-consider- 
ed proposals of amendments to state 
laws by individuals or organizations 
interested in special fields of child 
welfare, an organized co-operative 
effort to secure legislation based 
upon study of conditions in the 
state and remedies that have proved 
successful in other states. A funda- 
mental feature of such a_ state 
program is a well conducted educa- 
tional campaign. directed especially 
toward explaining child welfare 
needs of the state and the purpose 
and scope of legislation proposed. 

Study of laws affecting welfare 
of children by officially appointed 
commissions began nine years ago. 
During the first six years official 
bodies were appointed for this pur- 
pose in five states and the District 
of Columbia. In the last three years 
the movement has grown so rapidly 
that almost two-thirds of the states 
have been actively interested in the 
movement. 

In almost all the states the scope 
of work of these commissions has 
involved from one to two years’ 
study of conditions and needs, pre- 
liminary to the co-ordination and 
amendment of child-welfars legisla- 
tion. The subjects cevered include 
the safeguarding of health, school 
attendance, regulation of employ- 
ment, protection against exploita- 
tion or corruption of morals, spe- 
cial provision and training for the 
mentally defective and i 
handicapped, care and training 
dependent and neglected children, 
methods of déaling with delinquent 
children and state supervision of 
agencies and institutions.

being prepared. 

“The state authorities will have 
the first chance to prosecute Wil- 
liams and his three sons, but if 
any of them come clear of the 
state charges, we will bring them 
to trial for peonage.” 

He denied reports that the depart- 
ment of justice was negotiating 
with the three Williams boys for 
their surrender, and said that ef- 
forts to arrest them Were still be- 
ing pushed. 

“The department of justice agents

the town of Sumrall was flooded 
by the breaking of a mill dam. 

At Rome, Georgia, property dam- 
age was estimated at. $225,000, The 
storm damage in South Carolina. 
so far reported, was confined to the 
wrecking of several buildings near 
Anderson. 

Owing to interrupted wire com- 
munication, only fragmentary re- 
ports have been received thus far 
from the sections reported to have 
suffered the greatest loss of life 
and property. 

Relief parties tonight still were 
searching the storm-swept areas, 
and until they report the full toll 
taken hy the wind will not be 
known. 

Started in Texas. 

The storm apparently broke in 
Smith county, Texas, swept sections 
of Good, Gregg, Case and Bowie 
counties and passed into Miller 
and Hempstead counties, Arkansas, 
where the reported death list to- 
night had reached 58. Six of the 
seven persons killed in Texas were 
crushed to death when cheir homes 
in the village of Avinger were 
wrecked. Another death was re- 
ported at Atlanta, Texas. 

Crossing into Arkansas, the storm 
skirted the city of Texarkana and 
cut a swath a half mile wide 
through a heavily-wooded_ section 
of Miller and Hempstead counties. 

In the vicinity of Hope, Hemp- 
Stead county, the list of reported 
dead tonight had reached twenty; 
fifteen others were said to have 
lost their lives in the vicinity_of 
the town of Prescott, and a like 
number north of Texarkana. One 
fatality was reported in Yell 
county. 

Five persons were reported kill- 
ed at Steen, a small town near Co- 
lumbus, in eastern Mississippi, and 
one at Sontag, 16 miles east of 
Brookhaven. 

Ten Killed in Alabama. 

Leaving Mississippi . the storm. 
swooped down again in northern 
Alabama. In the Aycock commu- 
nity, near Tuscumbia, seven per- 
sons were reported to have becn 
Killed and three others ost their 
lives in the town of Ralph, in 
Tuscaloosa county. 

In Birmingham ten persons were 
injured and a hundred homes in the 
northern and eastern suburbs o#f 
that city were damaged. The 
property damage there was esti- 
mated at $30,000. 

In Memphis a_ torrential rain 
storm damaged streets, sewers and 
drainage canals to the extent of 
approximately $10,000. Newport, 
Lynnvillte and Connersville, in tie 
central and eastern part of the 
state, also reported property dam- 
age. , 
Several Injured at/Rome. 

At Rome, Ga., where the storm 
struck shortly after noon. Several 
persons were injured and property 
damage estimated at $225,000 done. 

The rainfall itn Mississippi was 
reported the heaviest on record: At 
Jackson 6.5 inches of rain fell from 
noon yesterday until early today, 
inundating a number of stores and 
causing other property damage. 
Train service throughout the state 
was disarranged and in some in- 
stances suspended because of wash- 
outs and damage to the railway 
road beds. 

One wreck was reported, a South- 
ern railway mail train running into 
a washout near Laurel, Miss., and 
toppling into a ditch. One pas- 
senger was killed.

TORNADO WRECKS

Rome, Ga., April.16.—A tornado 
that suddenly twisted its way across 
the Alabama line today wrecked a 
dozen buildings on Broad street 
here in the heart of the wholesale 
district, killed several mules on 
Broad street, whence it lifted, only 
to descend again, this time upon 
the residential sections of north and 
west Rome, where numbers of smal] 
residences were laid waste. 

The storm, followed by a down- 


| pour of rain, put the electric light 


and power lines ana the gas plant 
out of commission, caused property 
loss estimated at around $225,000, 
but injured seriously not more than 
half a dozen persons and took no 
toll of human life. 

The roof of the courthouse, in 
wrich Judge Wright was holding a 
divorce trial, was damaged, and the 
glass of the windows blown into the 
room. Several women and children 
who were présent went into hys- 
terics, and had to be carried from 
the building. 

Autes Whirled About. 

Scores of automobiles and trucks 


on downtown streets were wrecked 
or damaged as the wind picked them 
up and whirled them around faster 
than gasoline had eVer propelled 
them. On the outskirts of the city, 
a litter of pigs was picked up by 
the wind and carried 300 yards. 

Numbers of. negro houses in south 
Rome were wrecked.

James Penn, son of a former pen- 
itentiary warden, probably was the 
most geriously injured, and it was 
said he may not recover. The Penn 
home was partly turned over. Rob- 
ert Wilson, son of Sheriff .Wilson, 
was slightly hurt. A farmer named 
Littleton escaped with painful in- 
juries when a falling pole killed 
the mules he was driving. 

The storm caused great’ incon- 
venience in those sections of the 
city where the electric light and 
power lines were blown down and 
throughout the city by the loss of 
gas. Many citizens had to eat cold 
suppers for lack of gas, and it was 
feareil tonight that neither the 
Tribune-Herald nor the News would 
be able to publish their Sunday 
morning editions because ooth 
newspaper plants are in the part

THIRTEEN KILLED 
IN ALABAMA. 


Birmingham, Ala., - April 16.—

pic games of 1906. In the Greek 
museum on the Acropolis there was 
a section devoted to remains from 
the \attlefield at Marathon. It was 
on the plain of Marathon that the 
Greeks defeated an invading Per- 
sian host with tremendous slaugh- 
ter, driving the Persians into the 
sea and back to their ships. The 
Greek loss was comparatively small 
—a few hundred men. Marathon is 
famous because of the tradition of 
the Greek messenger who ran back 
to Athens with the news of victory 
and fell dead in the market place 
after delivering his message. 

The modern Marathon race is run 
over the mountainous course and a 
mound of earth built over them. In 
the museum are the skeletons of 
scores of Greek fighting men—all 
trained athletes. 

The tremendous blows struck by 
ancient fighters with sword and 
ax are evidenced by scores of arm 
and thigh bones, lopped off with a 
single stroke as cleanly as if cut by 
a surgeon’s saw. Most interesting 
were two complete skeletons, ar- 
ticulated and lying beside each 
other in-a glass case. They were 
of men above 6 feet 6 inches in 
height and the large protuberances 
of bone where tendons were attack- 
ed show that they must have been 
muscled like Hercules himself. 

Charlie Paddock is a small man 
compared with these ancients, but 
he 1s built for speed. Like all suc- 
cessful sprinters, Paddock is very 
sturdy. He is of moderate height, 
but deep-chested, broad-shoulder- 
ed, with good arms, a strong back 
and exceptionally thick and mus- 
cular legs. He lives in Pasadena, 
studies at the University of South- 
ern California in Los Angeles, goes 
back and forth between his home 
and college in a car that he always 
drives himself and spends 
about the average amount of time 
in athletic training. He is a bundle 
of nerves. Charlie is a smiling, 
pleasant fellow, always in good hu- 
mor, yet under the surface he is 
always at high tension before a 
race, even while in training. 

He is as volatile as a 
exuberant one moment and 
thoughtful the next. A “hunch’ 
has him dancing all over the place. 
He believes in “hunches.” When he 
started for the last Olympics his 
trainer told me: 

‘It's all right—-Charlhe will 
sure. He told his father he has 
hunch he'l] win, and nothing in the 
world can beat him. When he ran 
against Kirksey last spring 
Stanford he had hunch he ought 
to go up a day atead of the team. 
T sent him. I Knew if he didn’t go 
he’d spend the day worrying over 
not following his hunch, and he'd 
be on edge and might not run 
He went when he wanted to 
and ran a record race.” 

Whenever Paddock goes on the 
track he raps his knuckles against 
a piece of wood. Whether he does 
it to offset any possible hoodoo or

“A mighty power has been build-, 
ed in this country in recent years, | 
so strong, yet so insidious and far- | 
reaching in its influence that men | 
are gravely inquiring whether its: 


iron grip on government and busi- 
ness can ever be broken. 

“Again and again it has proved 
strong enough to nominate the can- 
didate for both political parties, 
It has dominated the organization 
of legislative bodies, state and na- 
tional, and of committees which 
frame iegislation. Its influence has 
Deen felt in cabinets and in the 
policies of administrations and has 
been clearly seen in the appoint- 
ment of prosecuting officers and 
the selection of judges. This great 
power which has. taken from the 
American people the control of 
their own government is_ the 
product of monopoly and organized 
greed.” 

Lobbyists For Biz Interests. 

Declaring that never before had 
the national capital “attracted so 
menacing an army of lobbyists, 
seeking from the representatives 
of the people unjust concessions to 
special interests,” Senator La- 
Follette named nineteen “great 
combinations of financial power 
which maintain active organiza- 
tions in Washington.” The organi- 
zations mentioned were the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
America Association of Meat Pack- 
ers, National Coal _ association, 
Wholesale Coal Dealers’ associa- 
tion, National Petroleum associa- 
tion, National Waterpower associa- 
tion, National Lumber Manufactur-|

ers’ association, National Associa- 
tion for Protection of American 

Rights in Mexico, Lumbermen’s Bu- 
reau, American Beet Sugar associa- 
tion, American Can Sugar associa- 
tion, United States Sugar Manufac-

They give him flattering public:ty 
in their trade journals. They flood 
his office with data and statistics 
plausibly setting forth their side of 
every public question.”

dreds of millions of dollars,” Sena- 
tor La Follette said was “a striking 
example of the enormous power 
which can be marshalled by a 
single interest.” 

To meet “this intolerable situa- 
tion,’ the senator urged support of 
“the people’s legislative service,” 
comprising representatives of la- 
bor organizations, progressive tarm 
Organizations and leaders of lib- 
eral opinion, the prime object of 
which, he said, was to keep watch 
on and analyze legislation, with a 
publicity d@ivision to inform the 
people. 

“With the changing phases of a 
35-year contest,’ Senator La Fol- 
lette declared, “I have been more 
and more impressed with the deep 
underlying emogleness of the is- 
sue. It is not the railroads. it 
is not the tariff. It is not the 
trusts. These and other questions 
are but manifestations of one great 
struggle. The supreme issue in- 
volving all the others is the en- 
couragement of the powerful few 
upon the rights of the many.”

The bonds will be redeemable, 
Mr. Mellon said, at the option of 
the issuing bank at any time after 
ten years from the date of issue. 
The managers of the investment 
ban-:ers’ group formed at the re- 
quest of the farm loan board to 
handle the issue, will be Alexander 
Brown & Son, Lee, Higginson & 
Co., National City company, Brown 
Brothers & Co., Harris, Forbes & 
Co., and the Guaranty company. 

“The supreme court of the United 
States by its recent decision has 
firmly established the federal land 
banks as a part of the banking sys- 
tem of the country,’ Secretary 
Mellon said in making the an- 
nouncement.- “In view of the very 
Satisfactory financial condition of 
the banks themselves, of the ex- 
emption of the bonds issued by 
these banks from _ federal, state, 
municipal and local taxation, every- 
Where in the United States, and 
with the very adequate security 
back of these bonds, they should 
prove an attractive security to in- 
vestors, large and small, through- 
out the country. 

“A distinctive feature of the new 
issue will be that the right of re- 
demption by the banks cannot be 
exercised until the eleventh year 
after their issue; this will meet a 
very general demand for longer term 
investments, the present outstand- 
ing bonds being redeemable in a 
comparatively short time.”

A 
reduction in Pennsylvania's divi- 
dend would not only cause more 
of a shock than similar action by 
any other railroad but such action 
undoubtedly would be copied by 
other companies. For generations 
Pennsylvania's leadership has been 
recognized by other railroads. 

If in acting on dividends railroad 
directors take only existing condi- 
tions into consideration there is not 
the slightest doubt as to what 
would be done. Dividends would 
not be reduced but passed. 

Earnings Are Poor, 


This week the interstate com- 
merce commission published the 
earnings of 200 companies for the 
month of February. Out of the 200 
companies, whieh include all of the 
imporant systems, 106 failed to earn 
even their bare operating expenses 
and taxes. For the 200 companies 
as a whole there was a deficit after 
operating expensés and taxes of 
$7,500,000 against the deficit of 
$958,000 reported for January.

Injustice to Dr. Long. | 


At the meeting of the executive 
board of the Joseph Habersham 
chapter a strong protest was made 
against the injustice done the late 
Dr. Crawford W. Long, of Georgia, 
when a statue of Dr. Morton, of 
Massachusetts, was placed in the 
Hall of Fame of the University of 
New York as the dicoverer of ane- 
sthesia. The following is taken 
from the “historical 
published by the Joseph Habersham 
chapter: 


Wells, Morton and Jackson have 
battled with one another as to who 
was the discoverer of anesthesia 
and each has had his followers. The 
real discoverer of this great boon 
to mankind was none other than 
the great and dignified gentleman, 
Dr. Crawford W. Long, of Georgia. 

Born ia Madison county, Georgia, 
November 1, 1815, he graduated 
from the University of Georgia stud- 
ied medicine and graduated from 
the medical department of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. Return- 
ing to his native state he opened 
an office in Jefferson, Jackson coun- 
ty, and beSan the practice of medi- 
cine. 

A form of amusement then popu- 
lar among the people of tke region 
was an “ether party” where one 
of the guests would inhale ether 
and allow it to have what effect 
it would upon him. Nitrons oxide 
gzas had been used formerly, but at 
the suggestion of Dr. Long ether 
was used _ instead. Dr. Long no- 
ticed that one injured while under 
its influence felt nothing; this led 
to experiments and on the 30th of 
March Dr. Long removed a tumor 
from the neck of James M. Venable 
without pain to the patient. This 
was followed by 
of like character. These clearly. 
demonstrated that ether (sulphuric) 
Was a general anaesthetic. For the 
+ operations Br. Long charged 

50. 

He did not publish his discovery. 
but continued hig experiments until 
he felt he was justifted in doing 
so. That was in 1846, but he had 
waited too late. 

Wells, Jackson and Morton had 
hit upon the same discovery. Mor- 
ton used sulphuric ether on a Ppa- 
tient in the Massachusetts French 
hospital in October, 1846. Horace 
Wells. of Vermont, a dentist. had 
extracted teeth in 1844 without 
pain. the patient being under the 
influence of ether. 

These norther: scientists waged 
a fearful war between themselves, 
and each had a tragic end, but the 
dignified Georzia gentleman never 
entered into the dispute, but dis- 
seminated his knowledge through- 
out his region and was content to 
know that he had been the means 
of siving to suffering humanitv the 
greatest boon ever Given.

‘Women of Detroit 
Are Urging Oak 


As National Tree 


The movement inaugurated by the 
conservation department of the De- 


to make the oak tree the official 
tree of our country, this movement 
recently submitted for approval to 
the General Federation, is the oc- 
casion for an essay on the oak writ- 
ten by a talented young woman in 
Columbus, Ga., Miss Helen Dennis, 
who was a pupil last year in the 
journalism class at Wesleyan, con- 
ducted by Miss M. Virginia Garner, 
state chairman of literature. 
Praise for Oak. 

Miss Dennis’ encomium of the oak 
is in part as follows: 

“What could be more typical of 
American than the oak, its romantic 
history and staunch endurance; its 
refuge for the weak, shelter for the 
oppressed, defense for the defense- 
less and its divine beauty, for to 
g@aze upon the oak one sees al) the 
fine lines drawn by the graver'’s 
tool of the great God who has 
time to spend in making the oak 
more beautiful than inlaid work 
of pearl or onyx. It is A symbol 
of the glory of God. 

“Aside from sentiment there are 
practical reasons why the oak tree 
should be the national tree of our 
country. It is found over nearly 
the whole of the northern hemi- 
sphere and grows more nearly over 
all parts of the United States than 
any other one tree. The oak is 
self-preservative and self-restora- 
tive. Nature has promised thatthe 
oak shall recreate itself, thus dis- 
pensing, in a large measure, with 
the problem of forest conservation. 
Acorns, which art prematurely a 
three-celled overy and later develop 
into a‘one-celled, are so numerous 
that their distribution by wind and 
other natural agents provide amply 
for the ‘survival of the fittest.’ 

“The commercial value of oak is 
such that the immensity of the 
subject bars it from being discussed 
here, but it could well be said, to 
return to the aesthetic, that kings 
have wainscoted their palace walls 
with these exquisitely  straited 
woods; and pictures that were 
priceless have been framed in its 
tawny loveliness, but no picture can 
be more beautiful than the natural 
graining of the oak—for God was 
the artist 

Not Trivial Matter. 

“The choosing of a national tree 
to some may seem a trivial matter, 
but since the tree which we shall 
choose is to be a symbol of Ameri- 
can life and personality, it behooves 
the American nation to select such 
a tree as can and will represent it. 
With such a thought in mind the 
conservation department of the De- 
troit Federation of Women’s clubs 
has recommended that the oak tree 
be made the official tree of our 
country and has requested the Fed- 
eration of Women’s clubs of other 
| states to adopt the same measures,

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Anniversary of Museum. 


The twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the opening of the Confederate 
Museum in Richmond, Va., was 
celebrated on February 22 with 
special exercises. The entire build- 
ing was decorated in red and white 
flowers. An interesting address 
was made by John Stewart Bryan, 
in which he reviewed the history of 
the building gand the founding of 
the museum. 

The building was erected by Dr. 
John Brockenborough in 1817, and 
by 1861 it had passed into the hands 
of James Seddon, secretary of war 
for -the confederacy. When was 
was declared, the building was pur- 
chased and furnished by the city of 
Richmond at a cost of $42,000 and 
was offered to the confederate gov- 
ernment for the “white house of 
the confederacy.” However, the 
gift was not accepted, the govern- 
ment preferring to rent. its quar- 
ters; so the building remained as 
the property of Richmond and thus 
escaped confiscation when the fed- 
erals took possession of the city. 
The mansion was occupied by Mr. 
Davis from May 29, 1861, to April 
2, 1860. 

It vas the intention of General 
Canby, commander of “District No. 
1,” with headquarters at Richmond, 
to utilize this building for a negro 
schoo] under the Freedman’s bu- 
reau, but it later became a public 
school] for the city of Richmond 
and would doubtless have contin- 
ued in'some municipal use but for 
the idea conceived by the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy of perpet- 
uating the ideals of the confederacy 
in the home of its president. It was 
in February, 1890, that this idea of 
making it a memorial hall of the 
southern cause was carried out wunA- 
der the direction of Mrs. Joseph 
Bryan, president of the Hollywood 
Memorial association, and other 
patriotic Tadies of the. city. 

The city of Richmond gave the 
building to the Confederate Mem- 
orial Literary society in 1890, and 
it was formally delivered on June 
3, 1894. Then the important work 
was to repair the building in large 
part by a bazar held in the First 
Regiment armory, by which 30,000 
was realized for this and the sol- 
diers’ and sailors’ monument. On 
the 22d of February, 1896, the 
building was opened, the day being 
chosen because “it w the birth- 
day of the great rebel president 
and the inaurural at Richmond of 
the great president of the confed- 
eracy.” From the small collection 
of relics shown at its opening, the 
museum has become the greatest 
in the south. Among its priceless 
relics are the Davis, Lee, Jackson 
and Stuart collections, intimate re- 
minders of our great leaders; the 
original parchment of the constitu- 
tion of the confederate states, the 
table on which the ordinance of 


' secessiOn was signed, the great seal 


| of the confederacy,

tle flags; paintings that show as 
the south was the first to invent 
the ironclad and the torpedo, so 
was she also the first to use the 
submarine; papers innumerable, 
but all in perfect order. The value 
of these things cannot be estimated 
in dollars; it is a priceless eollec- 
tion. e 

The Confederate Museum ranks 
as one of the places of historic in- 
terest in Richmond, and thousands 
visit it annually, many visitors 
from abroad having inscribed their 
names on its register. 

To the women of the Confederate 
Memorial Literary society of Rich- 
mond is due their country’s appre- 
ciation for the work which has 
made this “a vitalizing, life-giving 
shrine for the whole confederate 
cause.”

The longing 
for them is so strong that often 
the impulse to accept is irresistible. 
The aytomobile is the _ strongest 
Strand in the net some men weave 
to tempt girls. 

“I have appealed to many of our 
club women to take girls under. our 
care for auto rides. It means more 
to them than any recreation we 
could devise. 

“But biggest and most sensible 
‘don’t’ that I can offer to girls now, 
with the coming of summer season 
is ‘don’t accept automobile rides 
from strange men! Remember that 
it may seem safe enough in the 
crowded city streets, but that it 
only takes a few minutes to reach 
the eountry.’”’

buildings), $750,000: endowment for 
graduate department, $700.00: total 
needs for the liberal arts depart- 
ment. $700.000: total for the other 
departments, $2,500,000: making a 
total. including the objective, of 
$105,000 for Emory academy, of 
$3,305,000. The objective for Emory 
academy will be used for endow- 
ment and equipment. 

The fact that Emory university 
will receive so large a proportion of 
the $53,000,000 Christian education 
fund is expected to greativ arouse 
the people of Atlanta and other sec- 
tions of Georgia to a spirit of lib- 
eral giving, and the leaders are con- 
fident that this city will do its 
share by the movement.

Heavy Traffic on Lines. 
To Add Exchange. 


Morethan 3700 telephone numbers 
were changed or added to the tele- 
phone system in Atlanta at midnight 
Saturday, When 21 subscribers’ 
switchboard positions, 4 trunking 
positions at the Hemlock office, and 
¥Y auxiliary switchboard positions at 


This is one of the largest addi- 
tions of centrai office equipment 
made in recent years by the South- 
ern Bell company in Atlanta, and 
the cost amounts to approximately 
$150,000. Other and larger addi- 
tiones to the Atlanta equipment are 
under way. 

Simultaneously with the introduc- 
tion of this new equiment,. 840 sub- 
scribers’ lines were changed from 
the Ivy office to the Hemlock of- 
five,and 239 from the Main office to 
the Ivy office.

ONE WEEK OF THE PROBE. 

The most astounding facts 
brought to light during the initiab 
week of the councilmanic commit- 
tee’s investigation of the bunco sit- 
uation in this city are, perhaps, 
those bearing upon the killing of 
Ed Mills by Floyd Woodward, bell- 
wether of the swindle ring, in the 
Ansley hotel, April 2, 1919. 

Testimony adduced shows that 
the Mills killing occurred two days 
after the bunco ring had fleeced 
a victim of $27,000, and it was un- 
doubtedly a dispute over the di- 
vision of the spoils that caused the 
killing. 

One would naturally assume that 
the commission of a murder in 
one of the leading hotels of the 
city would have supplied suffi- 
cient incentive to lead the detec- 
tives to the bottom of it, and to 
get at the motive behind it. 

But in this instance not a city 


— 


detective was put on the witness 
stand at the coroner’s inquest, 
though five had been assigned to 
the investigation of the killing. 

One man, subsequently proven 
also to have been a member of 
the bunco ring, was arrested as 
having been an eye-witness to the 
tragedy. 

He was kept in a cell at the po- 
lice station throughout the coe 
oner’s’_ investigation, and was 
never put on the witness stand! 

The only testimony that was 
given at the inquest was that of 
witnesses furnished by the detec- 
tive department, all to the effect 
that the killing was a case of jus- 
tifiable homicide, and it later de- 
veloped that Woodward, who had 
voluntarily surrendered at police 
headquarters on the next day fol- 
lowing the murder, was released 
from custody solely on the strength 
of his unsupported statement to 
the detectives that he had killed 
Mills in self-defense. 

After the inquest, 
Woodward, the man who had been 
held as an eye-witness to the kill- 
ing, and who was not permitted 
to testify, was released under a 
bond and departed for

~eminal 
parts unknown! 

Another very significant devel- 
opment of the week's investiga- 
tion is the apparent fact that the 
entire defense of the detective de- 


partment rests upon its efforts to 
prove, not tnat the department has 
done its duty, or that it has been 
either diligent in its operations, 
but that others were equally negli- 
gent, hence the department should 
not be held accountable. 

It has not been denied that time 
and time again the detective de- 
partment was appealed to by vic-

It has not been denied that re- 
peatedly bunco victims have fur- 
nished the detectives names and

THE STREET BEGGAR. 

The city council of Albany, Ga., 
has passed an ordinance regulating 
the nuisance of promiscuous beg- 
ging on the public streets. 

If Atlanta has an ordinance to a 
similar purpose it is a dead letter, 
for, law or no law, the city is ver- 
itably thronged with beggars. 

Here and there, scattered all 
over the business sections of the 
city, men and women, white and 
black, sit on the sidewalks, with 
extended palm or inverted hat in 
hand, peering appealingly into the 
eyes of every passerby, asking for 
alms. 

While some of these beggars 
may be imposters, most of them, 
no doubt, are human derelicts de- 
serving of sympathy and in need 
of help. 

Many of them are crippled or 
deformed. 

It would not do to issue a flat 
and inflexible edict against beg- 
ging on the streets without first 
making provision whereby to deal 
fairly and justly and humanely 
with the beggars. 

Those who are {mposters should, 
of course, be compelled to go to 
work or to leave the city, but 
those who, because of real poverty 
or affliction, are begging of neces- 
sity in order to keep alive, and who 
are really worthy of public alms, 
should be taken care of by the 
community as community wards. 

In no case should these mendi- 
cants be permitted to inflict them- 
selves upon the public as objects 
of reproach to the city, for that is 
what their display amounts to. 

No human being should be per- 
mitted to suffer because of poverty 
or affliction that permits him from 
earning a livelihood. 

Every such case is a moral 
charge upon the conscience of the 
2ommunity., 

Wherever such cases are located 
it is the duty of the city or the 
county to provide for them by the 
offer of a haven where they may be 
properly cared for, but the streets 
of the city should not be used as 
such a haven, and the very fact 
that they are being so used indi- 
cates that something is wrong 
somewhere. 

Atlanta is, perhaps, the only 
city of its size in the country where 
this sort of thing is permitted. 
Even the smaller cities of Geor- 
gia are working toward an abate- 
ment of this nuisance, as the ac- 
tion of the Albany council indi- 
cates; and it is high time for At- 
lanta to find a humane, compas- 
Sionate, charitable and just solu- 
‘lon of its public beggar problem. 
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A HOME-SUPPLY TOWN. 
The county papers cannot ad- 
vertise their towns and surround- 
ing territory unless both are “there 
with the goods.” 

And when this is the case—when 
they have something to bank on, 
in town and farm prosperity, the 
home-paper’s task Is easy. 

For such prosperity, in a great 
measure, advertises itself, and 
confidently invites investigation. 

The smallest news item in the 
home paper, of a town and coun- 
ty’s industrial. advancement, at- 
tracts general attention, and is 
noted by its contemporaries, since 
what contributes to the growth of 
one town may help another. 

That is why The AYbany (Ga.) 
Herald gives the town of Boston, 
in Thomas county, editorial and 
other advertisement as to what its 
progressive citizens are doing to 
keep in the front industrtal rank. 
And the record shows that they 
are doing big things in this Boston 
town and district. 

The evidence, says The Albany 
Herald, comes in The Weekly Bos- 
tonian—the town paper—and is 
summed up as follows: 

“A diversified system of azgricul- 
ture and of thrift and prosperity is 
spread all over the front page of 
the local paper. 

“The shipment of from four to 
six carloads of hogs during one 
week, and the fact that thé farm- 
ers of the Boston district have be- 
gun the plan of having some hogs 
ready for the market each month, 
which gives them some ready cash 
throughout the year. 

“Shipment of five 
corn. 

“H. M. Goover, one of the local 
produce buyers, has been loading 
corn, peanuts and hay all the week 
and states that by the end of the 
present week his shipments will run 
up to several carloads of the differ- 
ent products. 

“In addition to the peanuts and 
corn, Mr. Goover is shipping out 
several cars of hay.” 

It is stated that the peanut 
movement is heavy—even at pre- 
vailing prices. Yet that it touches, 
only in a small way, the number of 
tons of this product, stored in and 
around the town of Boston, ready 
for a rise in the market. 

It all goes to show what can be 
accomplished by a diversified ag- 
ricultural system, such as the 
farmers of the Boston district of 
Thomas county are following.

MAKING LAW A FARCE! 

The escape of Abe Powers from 
the state prison farm at Milledge- 
ville is another episode of a series 
that are making law a farce in 
Georgia. 

Powers, a confessed and proven 
lieutenant of the Woodward bunco. 
gang, was arrested and placed on 
trial for defrauding a South Caro- 
lina farmer of $11,000. He was 
found guilty last December, and 
about a month ago he was com- 
mitted—instead of to the chain- 
gang where convicted: able-bodied 
felons are supposed to be sent— 
to the state prison farm, intended 
for women and afflicted men. 

There, it is said, he “gained the 
confidence of the guards,” just as 
he had previously “gained the con- 
fidence” of the South Carolina 
farmer, was made a trusty and 
assigned to a soft berth, corre- 
sponding to the duties of an 
errand boy. 

Although the escape occurred 
early Friday morning, it was not 
reported to the Fulton county au- 
thorities, who had arrested and 
convicted him, until 10 o'clock 
Saturday morning, or not until 
the fugitive had been allowed a 
full 24 hours start! 

Only a few weeks ago a noto- 
rious bank swindler, a man wanted 
by the police of dozens of cities 
and for whom search was being 
made from coast to coast, was ar- 
rested by in Atlanta. 

He was caught “red-handed” in

the very act of swindling a local 
bank out of. approximately $10,- 
000, taken to the police station, 
turned over to. the detective de- 
partment, and permitted to escape 
simply by crawling through a 
window of the detective head- 
quarters’ “consultation room!” 
So far as we know the crook has 
never been heard from since! 
Powers openly boasted, after 
receiving his sentence to the peni- 
tentiary, that he would not serve 
his term—that if he could not get 
out one way he would get out an- 
other—and he laughed in the very 
face of the law. 

When such rogues are permit- 
ted to toy with the authority of 
law, and gain freedom by simply 
nonchalantly taking French leave 
by walking off the prison grounds 
or by climbing through an open 
window, the services of arresting 
officers become useless and at- 
tempts at law-enforcement farci- 
cal! 

What is Georgia coming to, any- 
way! 

What is to be done when con- 
victed felons laugh in the face of 
the Jaw, and openly boast that 
our jails and penitentiaries' will 
not hold them—that if they can- 
not escape one way, they can find 
freedom by another route. 

Just as the mere fact that Abe 
his fellow-swindlers 
At- 
is conclusive proof either

were permitted to operate in 
lanta 
of connivance or incompetence on 
the part of the detective départ- 
ment, so is the fact of his escape, 
with the ease of a man walking 
down a country lane, proof con- 
clusive either of collusion or crimi- 
nal incompetence on the part of 
somebody within the state prison 
department! 

Here is another phase of the 
bunco and general crime situa- 
tion that warrants searching in- 
vestigation! 


TO PROTECT THE MAILS. 

The declaration py Postmaster- 
General Hays that “mail robberies 
must stop,” sounds good and rings 
true. 

It may not of itself deter the 
bandits and outlaws and common 
pilferers who have recently been 
robbing the mails right and left, 
in the north and south, east and 
west; but backed up, as it is, witb 
a standing offer of $5,000 to be 
paid “to any postal employee or 
other person who brings in a mail 
robber,” it means something. 

And it is still further buttressed 
and fortified with teeth by the fact 
that the postmaster-general has 
made arrangements for the arming 
of all employees entrusted with the 
safety of the mails; all of which is | 
Calculated to impress upon the 
minds of the postal robbers that 
Mr. Hays meant business when he 
said a few days ago that “mail 
robberies must stop!” 


If the measures here — listed 


should prove ineffective we are 
still further assured by the head 
of the postal department, “such 
others will be adopted as the situ- 
ation may require,” for, regardless 
of cost or of hazard, Uncle Sam 
purposes to protect the people's 
property that may be entrusted to 
the mails. 

The postmaster-general is right 
—dead right—and to whatever 
lengths he may be required to go 
in safeguarding the mails against 
theft and banditry a grateful pub- 
lic will back him up. 

This form of outlawry has rap- 
idly increased during the last few 
months, until it has reached pro- 
portions suggestive of the notori- 
ous Wells-Fargo express robberies 
in the middle west in the “wild and 
wooly” days of that region, 

The Wells-Fargo holdups were 
stopped—effectively, and with a 
suddenness that the country, espe- 
cially the lawless element of the 
country, has never forgotten, 

And if the worst comes to the 
worst the same or similar meas- 
ures can be resorted to as a means 
of safeguarding the mails! 

But the chances are that the de- 
sired end will be accomplished 
without resort to the extremes of 
“heroic treatment.” 

It is to be hoped so, at any rate; 
and in what he is doing to insure 
the safety of the mails Mr. Hays 
is entitled to the hearty commen- 
dation and support of all law-abid- 
ing citizens, 


NOW FOR THE TECH! 

Everything is in readiness for 
the opening of the “Greater Tech 
Drive” for $1,500,000 in Atlanta, 
which opens Monday. 

This amount represents Atlan- 
ta’s quota of the total fund of 
$5,000,000, to be used in the further- 
ance of a comprehensive plan for 
the development of the Georgia 
School of Technology, which plan, 
when completed, will put Tech in 
a position where it can adequately 
meet the requirements of the 
young manhood of our state. 

Up to this time Atlanta has not 
been called upon to subscribe a dol- 
lar of its quota, the campaign thus 
far having been devoted to prepara- 
tion for the drive.

A great many excellent people 
prefer reading about books to read- 
ing books themselves—though per- 
haps Charles Lamb did not class 
books about books among the books 
that are no books. When one reads 
a criticism, one is automatically pro- 
vided with an opinion about the 
book, perhaps quite as good, per- 
haps even better, than the one that 
might have been evolved after read- 
ing some hundreds of pages and giv- 
ing one’s self the pain of a little 
reflection. So here are nine books 
ranging over some hundreds of sub- 
jects, and perhaps quite as capable 
as Vanity Fair of enabling one to 
cut a figure in the world. 

Most of them are the sheep divid- 
ed from the—others, that these nine 
gentlemen have produced weekly or 
daily in the pursuit of the exigent 
calling of literary journalist and it

reading a score or so of, say, J. C. 
Squire’s papers, and that left by pe- 
rusing him once a weekin The New 
Statesman or even once a month in 
The London Mercury. Mr. Squire's

mild effort to rehabilitate Alexander 
Pope.

nicely placed after the second foot, 
would give one mal de mer and a 
passion for Mr. Masters and Mr. 
Vache]l Lindsay. Pleasantly unin- 
Spired c§apters on split infinitives, 
on Mr. Asquith as author, on Rabe- 
ais, On fame after death, on less 
vehement words to the English na- 
tional anthem, leave one’s affection 
for Mr. Squire noticeably dimmer, 
but one can still be gratified that 
the title “Life and Letters” does not 
indicate an autobiography and an 
expectation of early demise.

Mr. Squire is a poet and perhaps 
T. S. Eliot may be giving the proper 
clue to one’s dissatisfaction. ‘It 
would be rash to speculate, and is 


rerhaps impossible to determine, 
what is unfulfilled in Mr. Symans'’ 
charming verse that overflows into 
his critical prose This gives 
us an intimation why the artist is 
—~each within his own limitations— 
oftenest to be depended upon as a 
critic; his criticism will be criticism, 
and not the satisfaction of a sup- 
pressed creative wish—which, in 
most other persons, is apt to inter- 
fere fatally.”” Now, even if this does 
not explain Mr. Squire, it undoubted- 
ly does explain Mr. Eliot, who not 
only suffers from being a minor 
poet, but from being a mere native 
of St. Louls, Mo., among the con- 
tented Britishers, and a mere bache- 
lor of Harvard 
bachelors and masters. Even 
peerless Henry James never got 
more than one knee off the ground 
in addressing England. In “The 
Sacred Wood” Mr. Eliot is a thought 
too careful with his “men of let- 
ters” and “men of science,” with 
his commas, with his Grecian tags, 
with all his little Anglicisms; truly,

Like Frank Harris, Mr. Hind en- 
joys telling about the occasions 
when, as editor, he patronized such 
emerging geniuses as Arnold Ben- 
vett. Mr. Harris’ proteges were Os- 
car Wildes and Bernard Shaws, and 
reading his second series of “Con- 
temporary Portraits” gives one the 
Same rather uncomfortable feeling 
that hearing an acquaintance tell 
about the days “before her reverses” 
—it is usually her—does. But there 
can scarcely be a doubt that Mr. 
Harris has the true critical flair, 
and as literary enemy both to Theo- 
dore Dreiser and the noble lord, it 
is a pleasure to read that “there 
every book of 
Dreiser's so badly written that they 
affect me like gravel-grit in my 
mouth” and that “the lack of 
thought in Dunsany becomes pain- 
ful on a prolonged reading,” even 
though he does find more than ex- 
tenuating circumstances in both of 
them. Mr. Harris can not, however, 
criticize an author without worry- 
ing about his political bias and that 
is surely a Serious defect in his 
equipment, just as it is one of 
Francis Hackett’s; he can not, for 
example, quite comfortably enjoy 
“the Gods of the Mountain” for dis- 
approving Lord Dunsany’s calm ac- 
ceptance of the British empire. Now 
that his lordship has: been arrested 
for having too many guns about, 
perhaps Mr. Harris will be able to 
forgive him. 

Mr. Harrig and Douglas Goldring 
should be a warning to anyone that 
a certain amiability in critics {g de- 
Sirable if they are to be read in a 
One-man show, so to speak. 
Goldring is a venomous mortal and 
is suffering in the most Freudian 
manner from the suppression 
creative wish. Read him on Comp- 
ton Mackenzie after reading “The 
Vanity Girl” and Mr. Goldring's 
“Margot’s Progress’’—his young 
lady is equally an arriviste—on Mr. 
Cannan, on Mr. Bennett, in short, 
on his betters, and one’s ye ye for 
Mr. Eliot’s acute criticism of critics 
increases vastly. Of James Elroy 
Flecker, who died miserably, Mr. 
Goldring speaks most kindly, but 
the mere thought of Compton Mac- 
kenzie’s triumphant progress 
through Oxford, his brilliant debut. 
his brilliant career, of Hugh Wal- 
pole’s popularity with duchesses—he 
can not, in Barrie's 
“thole” it. 

Content to Be Critics. 

Three of our geritics seem to be 
contented to be critics—John Mid- 
dleton Murry, who might well feel 
some satisfaction in being’ editor 
even of what combination with The 


London Nation has left of The Athe- 
naeum, and Robert Lynd and Des- 
mond MacCarthy. Mr. Murry and 
Mr. Lynd are scholarly crities, not 
merely reviewers and it happens 
that Mr. Murry has begun his “As- 
pects of Literature” with a paper 
On the functions of criticism and 
that Mr. Lynd has closed “The Art 
of Letters” with ‘The Critic as De- 
stroyer”’ and “Book Reviewing.” Mr. 
Murry finds that “the. function of 
true criticism is to establish a defi- 
nite hierarchy among-the great ar- 
tists of the past, as well as to test 
the production of the present.” Mr.

There is all the difference in the 
world between that and the praise 
of what pretends to be literature.” 
There remains only Desmond Mac- 
Carthy, who is quite as mellow, as 
delightful, in some hundreds of 
pages, as when he wings each week 
through “The New Statesman” as 
Affable Hawk. In spite of being so 
affable he manages to start twice 
as many controversies as Mr. 
Squire did when he was “Solomon 
Bagle” and wrote of books in gen- 
eral before Mr. MacCarthy inherited 
his shoes. There is a keen picture 
of Meredith, a very knowledgeable 
essay on castles in the air, on tears, 
on Samuel Butler, on Mr. Shaw on 
Shakespeare and there is the essay 
on Bohemians that Max Beerbohm 
cuoted from in “And even now.” A 
Bohemian, it seems, is a person who 
can call up without a shudder the

TEXT AND PRETEXT 
M. ASHBY JONES 
Unity vs. Conformity. 


The evangelistic campaign con- 
ducted by all the Christian churches 
in Atlanta, which has just closed, 


was unique because of its unity of 
spirit and variety in method. All 
the churches, through the executive 
committee of the Christian council, 
planned this united effort. but in- 
sisted that each local church should 
conduct its own meetings according 
to its own ideas and tastes. 

At the weekly unlon services re- 
ports from each congregation, in- 
spirational messages, and united 
prayer and praise; produced a com- 
mon Christian consciousness un- 
equalled in the experience of the 
city. In immediate results which 
can be told in figures, this is the 
most successful revival in the his- 
tory of the city. Up to my last re- 
port more than fifteen hundred had 
been added to the churches. I ven- 
ture to interpret the spirit of these 
meetings. 

A New Challenge. 


Of course, there is nothing new 


stirred our Christian churches. to- 


ward a more perfect unity of serv: 
ice. It is the new emphasis upon 
this desire which challenges us, and 
the fact that the impulse itself is 
more widespread than ever Ddefore, 
possessing almost every person with 
whom one talks. 

What is the meaning of this new 
emphasis? I am convinced that it 
is not ecclesiastical in its origin, 
having little evidence of desira for 
uniformity of ritual, oneness of 
polity, or conformity of creed. In- 
deed in matters theological, men 
differ perhaps more widely than 
ever before, and there is an ever- 
increasing demand in the churches 
for a greater independence of think- 
ing. No! Deeper than any intel- 
lectual processes, or even any intel- 
ligent propaganda for a more per- 
fect effiicency, is evidence of a more 
vivid consciousness of kinship 
among the disciples of Jesus. 

A Missionary Arniy. 

And it seems to me that this con- 
sciousness became vital in the pres- 
ence of the American army. It 
was the boy in khaki who aroused 
Metese ane of brotherhood. This 
army in its composition was essen- 
tially human. There poured into 
its ranks every section and every 
sect, every tongue and every tribe. 
Boys from the wind-swept hills of 
old New England, and boys from 
the limitless horizon of our west- 
ern plains; boys in whose Veins 
throbbed the blood of revolution- 
ary fathers who had won their free- 
dom in sacrificial service, and boys 
of alien tongue and traditions whose 
fathers had been lured to these 
shores by the promise of our free- 
dom. There were rich boys and 
poor boys, educated boys and igno- 
rant boys, but all of them were boys 
permeated with a passion for hu- 
man freedom. It was a missionary 
army, for its ranks were permeated 
with a consciousness of being sent 
upon a great human enterprise, for 
the sake af all men. 

One may call this spirit and mis- 
sion American, and I believe it is. 
But first of all, it is the spfrit and 
mission of Jesus. I believe that 
at the foot of his cross the spirits 
of all men shall meet, becauge es- 
sentially that cross_ stood for the 
help of all men. He died for all

men, because He believed every man 
to be worth dying for, and it was 
only from a cross erected for the 
redemption of a race, that a un!- 
versal mission could go forth with 
a universal invitation. I am sure 
that it was this universal element, 
this humanly divine passion, which 
throbbed in the heart of the Ameri- 
can army, which made vital our con. 
sciousness of kinship in its pres- 
ence. 
One Road for All. 

Now we must meet this world 
spirit with a world program. And 
when we fairly face our task we 
know that no portion of the churen 
is sufficient, but that we must sum- 
mon all the latent and dissipated 
forces of Christ's followers, and 
translate them into an intelligent 
and united effort to make the will 
of the world the will of the Christ. 
Speaking for myself, I do not see 
that we need to build one platform 
on which we can all stand, but rath- 
er to find one road on which we 
ean all “go to all the nations.” Whvy 
waste our time searching for 
yhrases which we c¢an all prattle? 

atter than that. let us make a pro- 
gram which will permeate us with 
one purpose. 

And that program must be large 
enough to include every self-sacrt- 
ficing service, and broad enough 
to challengwe every Christly impulse 
which ever. stirred the human 
heart. It is just here that I have 
tried frankly to face the truth, that 
to adopt such a program it will be 
necessary for the church radically 
to change the emphasis of its evan- 
elism. We must not, We cannot 


longer call to men’s selfish fears to

an enterprise of 
ish ministry. We. ought to 
that we can’t lure men into the 
church by promises of bribes, and 
then expect to areuse them to en- 
thusiasm by a call to sacrifice. 
Denominational Inspirations. 

If we go. back to the teachings 
of Jesus we will find that He never 
made that appeal. - As-a man who 
Himself faced death without fear. 
He looked into the eyes of men and 
dared the nobility of their spirits 
to follow Him along the via. dolo- 
rosa beneath the weight of a cross. 
And that must be our appeal. We 
must not try to bribe them with 
gafety and softness, nor frighten 
them with the pain of punishment 
We must dare them with a cross 
of supreme service. 

I welcome this-spirit of-unity be- 
cause it seems to me to be an 
earnest effort to take this con- 
sciousness of kinship, so vital tn 
the hearts of Christ’s followers to- 
day, and translate it into an intelli- 
gent program of co-operative serv- 
ice. We must not seek to destroy 
denominational organizations, or in- 
terfere with their independence.

Krom these Germany draws 
not only her domestic supply, 
which is esSental to the operation 
of all of her own manufacturing 
and transportation, but a very large 
item on German export. These three 
coal areas are the Ruhr, upper Sile- 
and the Sarre. Under the treaty 
of Versailles the Sarre has already 


been turned over to the Frenen for 
fifteen years, at the least. But, in 
reality, this is only a minor source 
of supply and the Sarre coal is in- 
ferior as compared with that of the 
Ruhr and of the upper Silesia 
mines.

Here, then, is the secret of what 
may be termed the new policy of 
France, the policy of Briand rather 
than Foch. of coal rather than can- 
non. France has laid aside the am- 
bitious but dangerous program of 
unlimited military occupations, not 
only dreadfully expensive in them 
selves, but calculated to disturb the 
sensibilities of not a few European 
nations and awaken charges of 
Chauvinism and imperialism, which 
no nation can afford to endure at 
the present moment.

Krupp works at Essen are but the 
largest circumstance, permits her 
to seize and operate the coal mines 
and market their products in all 
the world, there will still be sub- 
returns, while, as I have 
the additional military ex- 
pense can hardly be considerable. 

We still live in a coal age, in- 
dustrially, and coal has been the 
chief detail in the incredible ex- 
pansion of Germany economically 
in the past few decades. Without 
coal Germany cannot live, work, 
even exist. But ten or fifteen 
miles additional advance by the 
French troops already on the Ruhr 
will give the allies complete con- 
trol of the whole Ruhr area, while 
the Sarre and upper Silesia are al- 
ready in their hands.

Two months ago there were as many opinions on the business 
situation as there were people to be asked—today the number has 


considerably diminished. This is because nearly every opinion ex- 
pressed two months ago has been turned upside down. But it is 
largely the pessimist that has quit talking. Things have not gone to 
the dogs. We are rounding the turn into a better road. Far-sighted 
business men are preparing for battle. This was indicated the past 
week in a practical way—in a rather subdued statement in a corner 
of the half-page advertisement that appeared in leading papers of the 
country for the Underwood Typewriter company. 

Occupying less than 5 per cent of the space paid for was the 
Statement, “More Underwood typewriters were sold in the United 
States in January, February and March, 1921, than in the same three 
months of any previous year.” This statement alone was worth the 
whole half-page. It’s a whole sermon in itself. Analyze it any way 
you like—it demonstrates two things particularly. First, that business 
men over the country are getting busy and preparing to get busier. 
It is the fact and prophecy of optimism. Typewriters are the machine 
guns of business battle. When big orders are coming in it means 
there is going to be “something doing.” Second, it is the answer to 
the question, “Is there any business in the land?” It is the proof of 
salesmanship. The Underwood people could not have sold the quantity 
Stated if they had decided that there was no business to be had. It 
is the “go-getter’ today who brings in the business. 

W. D. Couch, presidentof Couch Cotton Mills, Inc., made the state- 
ment during the week that his concern is eight weeks behind with its 
orders. When asked for light on the matter, he said: “Partly because 
of the new plan of manufacturing and selling our goods, but more 
largely because we are working probably eight times harder for busi- 
ness than we have been for several years.’’ Another proof of the fact 
that business can be dug up if you are a good digger. 

Action is what is needed now—not speculation as to what brought 
2bourt the changed conditions, nor what the future holds in store for 
us. And a lot of us ought to more keenly realize that “it’s not that 
hard times have come, but that soft times have gone.”

“Unquestionable Proof.” 

“It seems to us,” states a large 
importer and manufacturer of silks 
and velvets, “that we have unques- 
tionable proof of the real value of 
the trade acceptance.” This house 
reports that during 1920 it sold 
nearly $3,000,000 worth of goods on 
a trade acceptance basis, an _ in- 
crease of more than a third over 
1919, of 75 per cent over 1918, and 
nearly seven times the total. for 
half of 1917, in which year this 
house began its use of trade ac- 
ceptances. 

In its experience of three and a 
half years with the method the con- 
cerh had but one acceptance—for 
about $3,000—refused, this having 
been the case of a customer who 
asked a particularly long extension. 

The house reports further that 
during the last vear it had been re- 
quested to return quite a number 
of acceptances to acceptors who 
had the funds to prepay. In one in- 
stance a large concern asked for 
extra time providing the acceptance 
had not been discounted, in which 
event payment would be made at

Another experience is that of a 
large pig iron, coal and coke com- 
mission house, regarding which the 
head of the concern recently wrote 
to a correspondent in part as fol- 
lows: 

“Our position in regard to the 
trade acceptance is one of unequivo- 
ea! approval. lt is easy to see 
that with the growth of’ wealth in 
this country the terms of credit and 
the manner of extending credit have 
changed. 

“Gradually there has been a 
shortening of the time of credit, 
and this shortening might very well 
be described as a reform. In our 
Opinion the graetest of all reforms 
proposed has been that all merchan- 
dise transactions he closed by giv- 
ing an evidence of debt, namely, a 
trade acceptance. 

“Many concerns during the past 
few months that previously refused 
to hearkKen to any trade acceptance 
ideas—now short of cash and un- 
able to live up exactly to their con- 
tracts for settlement in caSh on a 
certain day—have been willing to 
give trade acceptances. They have 
felt the logic of the situation that 
if they ask for something they 
ought to be able to give something. 

“When the present abnormal! 
financial condition is over we fully 
believe that the trade acceptance 
will come nearer own than has 
yet been the case. The trade ac- 
ceptance justified itself fully dur- 
ing the war and we trust, because 
we believe that business in this 
country is dominated by common 
sense, that its position in the fu- 
ture is assured.” 


PROPOSE NEW AUTO 
TAX IN URUGUAY 


Krom Montevideo comes the an- 
nouncement of a proposal for in- 
creasing the import duties on auto- 
mobiles in Uruguay. The minister of 
finance has sent to the administra- 
tive council a proposal whereby au- 
tomobiles of bonded value not ex- 
ceeding $700 shall pay an import 
duty of 10 per cent; those above 
that value shall pay 20 per cent on 
the value of the chassis and 25 per 
cent on the value of the body. All 
automobiles shall pay the “addi- 
tional duties,’ which amount to 
about 14 per cent. Trucks shall pay 
5 per cent of their vglue., but are 
exempt from Paying additional] 
duties. The project also provides 
for the creation of an assessing 
committce to decide questions con- 
cerning the valuation of imported 
cars. 

Of the 19.134 automobiles sold in 
Uruguay up to October, 1919, 60 per 
cent were of American make; 25 per 
continental European and the 
remaining 15 per cent were of Brit-

Repeated, earnest and continued 
suggestions have been made in good 
faith to the growers of cotton that 
the for the current year be sharply 


reduced—one-third at least, possibly 
one-half of the acreage of 1920. 

It is hoped that these well-con- 
sidered suggestions will fal), into 


open, that is to say—receptive, 
minds, and bring -forth good fruit. 

The suggestions cannot be ig- 
nored. I do not believe that there 
will be any disposition radically to 
ignore them; for they come from) 
business men, bankers and a num- 
ber of farmers—all of experience in 
their respective lines of work, and 
fully informed on the _ subject of 
cotton. particularly at a time when 
the great staple is put on the mar- 
ket. 

In connection with the sugges- 
tions just referred to, it has been 
urged that there should be a very 
marked reduction in the quantity 
of high grade fertilizer pur- 
chased for use under cot- 
ton, and under. other crops. 
Reference has not been made to oth- 
er or food crops, but it follows that 
to curtail fertilizers for cotton is 
to cut the rations so necessary to 
food crops of all kinds. 

Suggestions of this nature are ex- 
ceedingly unwise—contrary to true 
economy, and subversive of the 
principles on which the policy and 
practice of successful farming 
rest. 

Toward the close of this -contri- 
bution, I shall have more to say on 
this important subject. Right now, 
I wish to show you what will be 
the -probable number of commercial 
bales in the crop of 1921. This will 
depend on the extent to which acre- 
age reduction is carried. This can 
be determined with a considerable 
degree of accuracy bv comparing 
acreage and crops in 1879, 1884 and 
1889 with the probable crop of the 
current year under the several plans 
of acreage reduction proposed. 

This will necessitate a moderate- 
ly free use of statistics. That itself { 
cannot do any harm; for our people 
south are just awakening to the 
greatimportance of accurate statis- 
tics in every line of business. 
Comparative Average Reductions, 

A reduction of 50 ner cent in acre- 
age would show 2,479,000 acres, 
which would be approximately 
that of 1879, i. e., 2,617,138. The av- 
erage yield per acre in 1879 was 155 
pounds of lint and the crop amount- 
ted to 814,441 bales. The proposed 
reduced acreage at the same aver- 
age yield per acre, would give a 
crop of 768,459 bales 

A 40 per cent cut in acreage would 
give 2,974,800 acres which would be 
approximately that of 1884, i. e., 2, 
958,930 acres. In 1884 the average 
vield per acre was 136 pounds lint. 
The crop amounted to 807,400 bales. 
At the same rate of average yield 
per acre the crop of 1921 would be 
$05,185 bals. 

A cut of one-third in acreage 
would give 3,305,333 acres for 1921, 
which would be approximately that 
of 1889; 1. e.. 3,343,104 acres. The 
average yield of lint per acre Was 
178 pounds; the crop, 1,191,846 bales. 
If the acreage on the _ one-third 
basis should make the same average 
yield of lint per acre, the crop of 
1921 would be 1,176,754 bales. 

The Georgia crop of 1920 was l,- 
446.577 bales. On the one-half cut 
basis, the crop of 1921 would be 
678,127 bales less than that of 1920. 
On the 40 per cent basis, the crop 
of 1921 would be 641,392 bales less 
than that of 1920: on the basis of a 
eut of one-third, the crop of 1921 
would we 269,823 bales less than 
that of 1920. A general average 
reduction of 41 per cent would give 
a general average crop of 916,796 
bales which would be 529.781 bales, 
or 36.6 per cent less than the crop

There were two factors ‘that | 
brought about that very low aver- | 
age yield per acre—too small a 
quantity of high-grade fertilizer | 
adapted to cotton and the “skimp- 
ingly” parsimonious handiwork of !

Prospects fpr the Year. 


Summing up the estimates as to 

the probable extent to which the 
cotton acreage will be reduced, and 
striking an average, it looks as 
though the reduction will be 40 
per cent. In that event, and in the 
additional event that the general 
average yield of lint be 175 pounds 
per acre, the Georgia crop will be 
28 per cent less than that of 1920. 
In 1910, Georgia made 173 pounds 
of lint per acre. That year, up- 
land cotton sold at 14 cents a pound 
in New York. [ am urging that, 
having made the greatest pussible 
reduction in acreage, fertilizers and 
cultural methods be used with a 
view to an average production of 
lint per acre that will prove prof- 
itable. It is uneconomic to plant 
a hill of cotton unless profit at- 
tends it. 
I suspect. that fertilizer has not 
been applied with an: open hand. 
Very well; now feed the plants as 
they grow. Do not feed them too 
much nitrogen because that con- 
tributes to making stem and leaf—)| 
indeed, that is nitrogen’s particu- 
lar function. If you use too much 
nitrezvgen you will have more weed 
than fruit. Supplement the fertil- 
izecr vou bedded on with available | 
fertilizing material from horse lot 
and compost heap. 

Food crops should be given espe- 
cial attention this year. Fertilize 
all of them liberally. In 1920, less 
than 80 pounds of fertilizer, on an 
average, was used under corn in 
this state. Why, 175 to 3590 pounds 
per acre should be used. 

If you sow cow. peas broadcast 
for hay, be sure to put on every 
acre not less than 400 pounds of 
10-4 goods, that is, a fertilizer: 
which will analyze 10 per cent phos. | 
acid and 4 per cent potash. Cut | 
the vines when in full bloom.

Himself by His Neglect 
to Keep Stocked Up for 
His Trade.

ADparently not, in a great many 
instances—judging from the .recent 
growth of factory-to-consumer pusi- 
ness in various lines of industry. 

An investigation shows that the 
undue conservatism of many retail- 
ers—and jobbers, too—in the mat- 
ter of buying has forced a number 
of plants into the mail-order busi- 
ness to an extent never before 
equalled. 

They’re not handling direct-by: 
mail trade as a matter of choice. 
In fact, most of them would rather 
not touch it. But there has got to 
be distribution of manufactured 
products, And if the jobber and 
retailer—the logical trade distribu- 
tors—aren't on the job, then Uncle 
Sam must function as sales agent. 


What Dealers Lose. 


Recently it was suggested 
the hesitant buying policy which 
many retailers are pursuing is the 
real cause of the stagnation which 
exists in some industries.” 

But that’s not the only effect. The 
retailer who won’t buy because he’s 
holding out for the big, final drop 
in prices has influenced another un- 
usual trade condition that is likely 
to have a depressing effect which 
will be lasting unless it is choked 
—right now! 

Factories everywhere are being 
deluged with orders from consumers 
that rightfully belong to the retail- 
er. In one Philadelphia plant alone 
—a manufactory which for more 
than fifty years has maintained a 
strict policy of protection to “the 
trade’—an average of 800 letters 
a day has’ been received from con- 
sumers in all parts of the country 
during the last three months, each 
of which contained an order for the 
manufacturer’s product or “parts.” 

And in nine out of ten instances 
the consumers declared they had 
first made efforts to get the goods 
from their regular hardware dealer 
and were told he hadn’t them in 
stock!

ILL insects some day succeed in extermi- 

nating man and rule the wortd? As an 

answer to this question Maeterlinck, it 
seeins, hit on a bare nerve when he said that in- 
sects were “the rivals of our last hours and per- 
haps our successers.” 

Man through a long course of evolution, ac- 
cording to scientists, became the apparently un- 
disputed master-creature of the earth. Will he 
continue in this dominant position as long as the 
earth remains habitable? \Or will human hege- 
mony be succeeded by that of some other special- 
ized member of the zo-ological life-group? 

An indication of what serious consideration 
scientists are giving this question insect experts 
from all over the world recently met in London 
to discuss the subject of “Insect vs. Man.” 

The Belgian-French poet, thinker and ob- 
server, Maurice Maeterlinck, has done much to 
arouse thinking minds about this subject by what 
he has written about insects. 

“The insect,” says Maeterlinck, “does not be- 
long to our world. Other animals, and even the 
plants, despite their mute lives and the great 
secrets they enfold, seem not to be such total 
strangers, for we still feel in them, notwithstand- 
ing all their peculiarities, a certain terrestrial 
fraternity. 

“They may surprise, or even amaze us at 
times, but they do not completely upset our 
thoughts. Something in the insects, however, 
seems to be alien to the habits, morals and psy- 
cholog$ of our globe, as if it had come from some 
other planet, more monstrous, more energetic, 
more insensate, more atrocious, more infernal 
than our own. 

“No doubt in this astonishment and failure to 
comprehend wé are beset with an indefinable, pro- 
found and instinctive uneasiness, inspired by be- 


ings so incomparably better armed and endowed 
than ourselves, concentrations of energy and ac- 
tivity in which we divine our most mysterious 
foes, the rivals of our last hours, and perhaps our 
successors.” 


Take the case of the cinch bug. In America 


in one year this insect destroyed wheat to the 
value of $73,000,000. Another pest is the Mexi- 
can boll weevil, which in 1918 caused a loss of 
over $200,000,000 worth of cotton. 

There seems to be an attraction about cotton 
which draws to it more insect pests than any 


other crop. Egypt estimated a loss of $50,000,000 
in 1917 through the ravages made on her cotton 
by the pink boll worm, and there are many other 
kinds of insect which prey upon cotton plants. 

Tea plants suffer greatly from two insects 
known as the tea tortrix and the shot-hole borer. 
The latter is so-called because of the holes it 
bores in the plants. 

England suffers almost as badly as any 
country. The sodlin moth ruins apples, and does 
damage estimated at $500,000 yearly. The Colo- 
rado beetle, which preys on potatoes, hails from 
America, as its name implies, and causes such 
havoc that the most stringent precautions have 
been taken to prevent it gaining a footing. For 
instance, it is a serious offence to keep one of 
these beetles in England. 

Attempts at reforesting the world, to make up 
for the timber used in the war, have been greatly 
hampered by the pine weevil, which devours the 
young pines as soon as they appear. 

A few years ago insects killed every chestnut 
tree in New Jersey. 

Most insect pests may be destroyed by certain 
poisons, which, however, are so expensive that it 
is doubtful whether they could be used exten- 
sively. 

Every insect has a natural insect-enemy, and 
one expert has suggested that a good idea would 
be to breed these insects, so that in time they may 
fight and destroy the pests. 

The ant is famous for its indications of sup- 
posedly human-like intelligence, Unquestionably 
it has a kind of intelligence, but the supposition 
that it mimics human mgntalJity is evidently an 
errer. Not long ago a French investigator spent 
much time in an elaborate attempt to penetrate 
the secret of ant intelligence. He was a civil en- 
gineer as well as a naturalist, and he followed 
out their roads, their “explorations and voyages” 
and he found that these creatures, though their 
doings are efficient for their own purposes, have 
no unmistakable points of contact with even the 
simplest human forms of intelligence. This was 
to be expected, on account of their possession of 
sense organs utterly incomprehensible to man.é

OR 15 vears I have led a life of misery and 
humiliation, For all those I have uttered no 
complaint against Sidney Ash, my husband, 
and have said no word until he brought suit 
against me for divorce and I was forced to 
tell my story in the public courts, I have 
been condemned by the public although I am 

not more guilty than my husband of a difregard for the 
conventions of life. I won the case in court, am sepa- 
rated from my husband and have the right to demand 
alimony if -I would, but I want none of his support in 
any way.

I was cared for 
during my childhood by mv grandmother, Never had 
I been told of life, or marriage or love, I was nearly 
as ignorant on those subjects as though I had never even 
heard the words, and it is largely to this great and crimi- 
nal failure of those who had charge of me to enlighten 
me in any way regarding life that I led the long 15 years 
of horror that I have passed through. That I was per- 
mitted to marry at such a tender age is in itself a crime, 
to my way of thinking. 

I frankly admit that at 16 I was dazzeled by the 
prospect of marriage. To think of a home of my own 


money to spend, clothes, jewelry, all such things, are’ 


fascinating to a young girl; but of the duties of a wife, 
of the give and take in matrimony, of children, I knew 
nothing. So I was when married to Sidney Ash. 

I would not talk of this for a moment unless I had 
a hope that my story may awaken mothers to their re- 
sponsibility toward their daughters and may also reach 
some young girls and prevent them from making a mis- 
take which they may live to regret. If the mothers of 
this or any other country are incapable of instructing 
their daughters and preparing them for the future, then 
I frankly believe that this matter should be taken out of 
incompetent hands and become the duty of. the state. 
What does the average girl of 16 know of life, or love 
or home making? Nothing—practically nothing! 

That was exactly my case. How I wish they had 
kept me from that marriage! How I have wished that 
deeply and from the.bottonr of my heart for years and 
years. I met Mr, Ash, as I say, when I was but a girl. 
He was somewhat older than I. He spent money freely, 
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he wis generous and entertaining, I thought I loved him 
with an undying love, This was only natural, for how 
many times does a girl fall in what she thinks is love 
when she is young, when all men who are kindly and 
chivalrous seem to her romantic young mind like knights 
in shining armor? I was in the first spring of romance. 
The book of romance had been opened to me and as 
other girls as ignorant as I, I thought I must read 
through, But what bitter chapters I have encountered 
and the book not yet ready to close. 

When I was a girl I was rather quiet and inclined to 
be studious, I thought that Mr, Ash was the same, 
although when we met fitst we did go out a good deal, 
Yet he seemed to sympathize with the deeper things that 
interested me, Soon after our marriage I discovered mv 
mistake, If I wanted to stay home quietly of an evening 
I was called a “quitter” and all sorts of things and was 
eventually left alone. He did not consider his wife and 
his children, when they came, as much more than con- 
veniences, and he even considered the children a nuisance, 
for many times they would keep me from going out with 
him, Not that he particularly enjoyed my company, I 
think, hut because he wanted to display me and mv 
clothes to his friends. 

BITTERLY OPPOSES EARLY MARRIAGE 

You see, when I married I had not seen much of men 
and my scope for choice was limited. The man who 
seemed all a hero to me then,I soon discovered to be 
made of very common clay. I would implore\mothers 
to keep their daughters from such early marriages, Sure- 
ly, it is important. A young man is not considered fit 
to vote until he 1s 21. That is the law, and surely if he 
is not considered right to vote until that age, a girl should 
not be considered right to marry until at least that. 
Voting is a matfer of a few minutesy_marriage is a mat- 
ter of years, Surely there should be more pains taken 
in preventing marnages at tender vears, 

When my first child was born a great and wonderful 
thing came into my life. True, I had become somewhat 
disillusioned by this time, but I felt. as do many women, 
that the advent of the child might make for better con- 
ditions in the home and better relations between my hus- 
band and myself.
